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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamada et al. U.S. Patent No. 4,880,986. 

Yamada el al. disclose an irradiation measuring system for measuring the 
intensity of laser light from a fluorescent light emitted by a fluorescent glass, and 
calibrating the laser beam irradiation based on the obtained fluorescence (see the 
abstract; col. 5, lines 30-37; and col. 8, lines 5-32). The apparatus of Yamada el al. 
would inherently perform the methods of the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kliewer et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,572,606 in view of Yamada et al., described above. 
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Kliewer et al. disclose a laser apparatus and methods of use for ablating the 
cornea of patients eye, the apparatus adapted to measure the laser intensity and to 
compensate the measured intensity for fluence differentials by adjusting an appropriate 
laser parameter. Kliewer et al. disclose the claimed invention with the exception of 
fluorescent glass. However, the use of fluorescent glass to measure light intensity is 
well known the art. Yamada et al., described above, teach the use of a fluorescent glass 
to measure laser beam intensity. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
applicant's invention to modify Kliewer et al in view of Yamada et al. and use fluorescent 
glass as a means for diffusing the laser beam so as to obtain its intensity. Although the 
intensity of the laser beam can be measured from any portion of the beam, it is mostly 
preferred to obtain its intensity from a relative portion of diffuse/fluorescent light. This 
usually protects the detector from a damage that may be caused by a full laser beam.
